The  formal  Church  statement 
was  issued  to  “correct  the  false 
statements  and  unwarranted  as- 
sumptions regarding  the  position 
alegedly  taken  by  leaders  of  the 
Church  on  political  questions  in 
general  and  the  John  Birch  So- 
ciety in  particular.” 

The  statement  was  signed  by 
President  David  O.  McKay,  Hen- 
ry D.  Moyle  and  Hugh  B.  Brown, 
counselors  in  the  First  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church. 

THE  STATEMENT,  as  carried 
by  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune,  fol- 
lows: 

“The  Church  recognizes  and 
protects  the  rights  of  its  mem- 
bers to  express  their  personal 
political  beliefs,  but  it  reserves 
to  itself  the  right  to  formulate 
and  proclaim,  its  own  doctrine. 

“We  believe  in  a two-party  sys- 
tem, and  all  our  members  are 
perfectly  free  to  support  the 
party  of  their  choice. 

“WE  DEPLORE  the  presump- 
tion of  some  politicians,  especial- 
Ijr  officers,  co-ordinators  and 
members  of  the  John  Birch  So- 
ciety, who  undertake  to  align  the 
Church  and  its  leadership  with 
their  partisan  views. 

“We  encourage  our  members 
to  exercise  the  right  of  citizen- 
ship, to  vote  according  to  their 
own  convictions,  but  no  one 
should  seek  or  pretend  to  have 
our  approval  of  their  adherence 
to  any  extreme  ideologies. 

“We  denounce  Communism  as 
being  anti-Christian,  anti-Ameri- 
can, and  the  enemy  'of  freedom, 
but  we  think  they  who  pretend 
to  fight  it  by  casting  aspersions 
on  our  elected  ofifcers  or  other 
fellow  citizens  do  the  anti-Com- 
munist  cause  a great  disservice. 

“WE  AGAIN  urge  our  bishops, 
stake  presidents,  and  other  offi- 
cers of  the  Church  to  refuse  all 
applications  for  the  use  of  our 
chapels,  cultural  halls  or  other 
places  for  politicaL  meetings, 
money-raising  propaganda,  or  to 
promote  any  person’s  political 
ambitions.” 

The  John  Birch  Society  which 
Mr.  Benson  heads  in  Utah  is  not- 
ed for  its  fight  against  Commun- 
ism and  its  accusations  of  Red 
sympathy  among  members  of  the 
clergy  and  high  government  of- 
ficials, including  former  Presi- 
dent Dwight  Eisenhower  and  CIA 
Director  Allen  Dulles.

Capacity  Crowd  at  Tri-Stake  Fireside

“When  we  transgress,  we  place 
ourselves  in  open  rebellion 
against  God.” 

President  Henry  D.  Moyle,  first 
counselor  to  President  David  O. 
McKay  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  made 
this  statement  to  a near-capacity 
crowd  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  at 
a tri-stake  fireside  Sunday  night. 

THE  FIRESIDE  was  in  com- 
memoration of  the  organizing  of 
the  first  BYU  stake  on  • Jan.  8, 
1956,  by  President  Moyle.  The 
program  was  planned  by  Joseph 
T.  Bentley,  a counselor  in  the  or- 
iginal BYU  Stake,  Raymond  E. 
Beckham,  Phileon  B.  Robinson, 
Jr.,  and  Fred  A,  Schwendiman, 

: counselors  in  the  present  three 


BYU  stakes,  and  Janie  Thompson 
of  the  Program  Bureau. 

To  rebel  against  the  .prompt- 
ings and  warnings  of  the  still 
small  voice  is  to  rebel  against  the 
spirit  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  said 
Pres.  Meyle.  It  is  the  same  as 
rebelling  if  God  had  spoken  per- 
sonally. 

“That  is  why  it  is  important 
to  learn  early  in  life  to  develop 
the  gift  of  the  spirit  within,  so 
that  we  shall  never  be  without 
its  warning  power.” 

PRES.  MOYLE  also  spoke  about 
the  right  of  Church  members  to 
receive  spiritual  blessings  if  they 
will  work  for  them. 

“It  isn’t  possible  for  all  of  us 
to  get  rich,  but  there  isn’t  a sin- 
gle member  of  the  Church  who 
can’t  receive  as  great  and  rich 
a spiritual  blessing  as  he  wants 
to.” 

A special  feature  of  the  fire- 
side was  the  performance  of  the 
combined  chorus,  accompanied 
by  a 100-piece  orchestra.  The 
chorus  sang  “The  Hallelujah 
Chorus”  and  “Glory  to  God” 
from  Handel’s  “Messiah.”  Sharon 
King,  a senior  from  Burbank, 
Calif.,  was  the  soloist. 

THREE  OFFICERS  of  the  first 
BYU  stake  spoke.  Raymond  E. 
Beckham  represented  the  original 
bishoprics;  Leland  E.  Anderson, 
the  stake  high  council;  and  An- 
tone  K.  Romney,  the  stake  pres- 
idency. 

Dean  Romney  was  the  first 
stake  president  of  the  BYU  Stake. 
His  counselors  were  Daniel  D. 
Bushnell  and  Joseph  T.  Bentley.
